MAN KILLED, 24 PERSONS HURT 
IN “L” COLLISION IN CHICAGO 


Crowded Trains, Bound Downtown,’ 


Crash in Fog at Station on 
Oak Park Line. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—One man 
was killed and 24 persons were in- 
jured shortly before 9 o'clock this 
morning when two five-car elevat- 
ed trains, bound for the loop from 
the West 
rear-end collision at the Crawford 
avenue station on the Oak Park line. 

Three steel coaches were demol- 
ished and several victims pinned be- 
neath the wreckage. Firemen with 
acetylene torches cut through the 
twisted metal to reach them. 

The first train was leaving the 
Crawford avenue station when a 
speeding five-car, all-steel ¢xpreéss 
dashed out of the fog and crashed 
through the rear of the car ahead. 
Two heavy steel cars were tele- 
scoped.” Most of the seriously in- 
jured were in these coaches. 

Patrick McGuire, a guard on the 
first train, was pinned under the 
wreckage for more than an hour. 
Firemen obtained torches and «ut 
through the mass of twisted steel 
plates ani beams to get him out. He 
died three hours later.

But while he answered nearly 
every question, there was one big 
reservation—he was not to be quoted. 

“Treat me with the same mercy 
that you do your American Secretary 
of State,” he said, smiling, as he 
mopped beads of perspiration from 
his brow. It was warm in the room, 
and Balfour apparently was worn by 
his long day of conferences. 

Entering with Ambassador Geddes 
and Lord Riddell, Balfour first sat 
behind the dining table, which had 
been shoved near the wall, but a mo- 
ment later went to the center of the 
room. When somebody standing 
back near the door asked a question, 
Balfour stepped briskly toward him, 
listened intently, and replied quickly 
always with a smile.

Acceptance in spirit and in letter 
of the principles suggested: by China 
for solution of the Far Eastern prop- 
lems would, in the opinion of some 
ciplomatic experts, have a rweep- 
ing effect on the aspect of ths who'e 
Pacific and Oriental situation. 

As analyzed by some, the policies 
;roposed by the Chinese delegation

“Felt It Duty to Tell Police. 

Four years ago, he said, he was 
converted to Christianity and he «t- 
tended a Bible school at Aubunm, 
Neb., returning to St. Louis last 
February. Asked why he told on 
McAuliffe, he said he felt it was 
his duty and that he was obeying 
God’s command. He also said he 
was afraid that with his knowl- 
edge of the Pillow murder he might 
be implicated in it unless he tvid 
the authorities what he knew. The 
questionnig brought out that after 
McAulife’s first visit Mrs. Jones told 
her husband she had been listening 
outside the room and had heard all 
that was said about the killing of 
Pillow.”

Mrs. Edna Jones, wife of Jesse 
Jones, then testified, repeating al- 
most word for word the story which 
her husband had told.

As further ground for complaint 
Hanpeter said he was required to 
carry potatoes {n a basket from his 
wife’s parents’ home, but cross-ex- 
amination brought out that he car- 
ried them only as far as his automo- 
bile in which they were taken to his 


carrying home jars of preserved 
fruit, though these were given to him 
by his mother-in-law. Hanpeter said 
he provided credit accounts for nis | 
wife at stores and put no limit on 
them. He denied that he failed to 
pay for a %6.98,-hat which his wite 
bought and charged to her father. 

In telling of the separation Han- 
peter again told of having found the 
gas turned on in his bedroom. He 
testified to this in a’ deposition made 
last June and published at the time. 
His wife about the same time made 
a deposition in which she denied she 
‘had attempted to endanger her hus- 
band’s life by turning on the gas. 

Repeats Gas Incident. 

In his testimony yesterday Han-| 
peter said that on May 5, 1920, the, 
day of the separation, he attended a' 
cooper’s convention and a banquet 
which followed it. When he. re- 
turned home at 11:30 p. m., he said, 
his wife made such a demonstration 
of anger he could not sleep on the 
sleeping porch and therefore went 
into a bedroom. His wife followed’ 
and nagged him, he said, but he) 
finally went to sleep. He a@woke, he' 
said. and found the room ‘‘dense with 
gas fumes.”” He said he asked his 
wife what was the matter and she 
replied: ‘““‘We are going to sleep for- 
ever.” . 

Hanpeter said he hurriedly put on 
his shoes and some clothing and left 
the house. He was asked if his wife 
said anything else. When he was 
slow to answer his attorney handed 
to him a copy of hig deposition of 
last June and asked whether it re- 
freshed his memory. Hanpeter re- 
clied that it did. He then testified 
that his wife told him she had turned 
on the gas to take his life and hers. 

Judge Garesche here questioned 
Hanpeter, who in reply said he did 
not open any windows to let out the 
gas, but went out, leaving his wife 
in the gas-filled room. He said he 
consumed about two minutes in 
dressing. 

Plaintiff Orose-Examined. 

Cross-examination brought out that 
Mrs. Hanpeter did her own house- 
work except the washing. Referring 
to the fact that Hanpeter is 6 feet 
2 inches tall and weighs 190 potinds 
and that Mrs. Hanpeter is 5 feet 3 
inches tall and weighs 135 pounds, 
her lawyer asked Hanpeter if he 
didn’t think it right that he help her 
with the work. 

Hanpeter said he did not think 
housework of the kind he was re- 
quired to do should be expected of 
a husband. 

Mrs. Hanpeter’s attorney asked if 
it was not a fact that Hanpeter on 
only two occasions gave his wife as 
much as $16 at one time. He pro- 
duced Mrs. Hanpeter's household ac- 
count book to show that except on 
two occasions the usual allowance 
given to her by her husband was 
$10 or $11 a week. 

Another account book was intro- 
duced to show that Hanpeter owned 
a $5000 mortgage on downtown 
property, $600 in Liberty Bonds, 28 
shares of Northwestern Trust (Co. 
stock and other stoéks, the value 
of which was not shown in the book. |

Garber spoke on “Unemployment 
of Engineers in the Construction In- 
dustry” before the Associated En- 
ginetring Societies last night.

BUILDING WORKMEN SAID 
TO BE AN ECONOMIC Loss 


MOKING on the job by build- 
Sp construction workmen is 

a source of great economic 
loss. said D. A. Garber of New 
York, former president of the 
Associated General -Contractors 
of America, who is here with of- 
ficers of the organization on a 
tour of large cities to investigate 
the possibility of building re- 
sumption. During a discussion 
with members of the Board of 
Public Service, at the City Hall, 
as to the efficiency of building 
workers, he said: 

“A great help to the match 
and cigarette industries during 
war-time was the slogan, ‘Send 
smokes to the boys over there,’ 
but it is proving a detriment to 
the building business in peace 
timé. Forfmerly contractors did 
not- permit men to smoke while 
at work. Now almost every 
workman you look at is just 
lighting a match, or blowing one 
out, or throwing one away, or 
puffing on a_ cigarette. This 
habit of smoking while at work 
cause a great economic loss in 
time.” 


have brought about the present situ- 
ation. Money is becoming easier to 
borrow; freight rates have been re- 
duced somewhat and are expected 
to be reduced considerably more, 
they having been disproportionately 
increased during the war; material 
prices are declining but will not come 
down much more, nor approach the 
1914 level; and labor is gracefully 
accepting lower wages, though wage 
reductions have not become general 
as yet. 

Labor has greatly increased in ef- 
ficiency. For every two men in the 
building trades there are five to seveng 
who must be engaged in the basic 
industries, so that building resump- 
tion would provide work for great 
numbers. Irrigation, hydro-electric 
power development, reclamation, im- 
proved transportation, terminal and 
dock facilities; more and better 
houses and good roads will furnish 
work and develop greater productive 
facilities, with a corresponding in- 
crease in prosperity. Material prices 
must be made right and labor’s wages 
brought to a level with living costs.

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Tumulty Gives Graphic Picture of President 
Wilson as He Appeared and Acted on the Day 


He Delivered His Great War Message to Congress 


By Joseph P. Tumulty, 
For Ten Years Private Secretary to 
Woodrow Wilson. 

N October, 1916, during the pres- 
J saentiar campaign, while the Pres- 

ident was at Shadow Lawn, New 
Jersey, Ambassador Gerard, at the 
President's invitation, paid a visit 
to him and reported in detail the 
general situation in Germany as to 
the submarine warfare. He said thet 
the restrictions as to submarines 
imposed by Germany’s acceptance of 
the President's ultimatum after the 
Sussex affair were growing burden- 
some and intolerable to the military 
and naval masters of Germadi 
that they were bringing all kinds of 
pressure to bear upon the leaders of 
the civil Government, notably Von 
Bethmann Hollweg and Foreign 
Minister von Jagow, to repudiate the 
undertaking. From the critical sit- 
uation in Germany, arising out of 
the controversy over the question 
of unrestricted submarine warfare, 
which Ambassador Gerard laid be. 
fore him, the President was con- 
vinced that we were now approach- 
ing a real crisis in our relations with 
Germany and that, unless. peace 
could be quickly obtained, the Euro- 
pean sfruggle would s2on enter upon 
@ phase more terrible than any in 
the preceding two years, with conse- 
quences highly dangerous to the in- 
ftérests of our country. The pas-’ 
sionate wish and deep desire of the | 
President from the beginning wes 
that we could keep aloof and by con- 
serving our energies and remaining 
neutral hold ourselves in reserve as 
the only mediating influence for 
peace; but with each passing week | 
some untoward event brought abou‘ 
by the ruthlessness of Germanr 
made the prospect for the interpe- 
sition of America’s influence daily 
more unlikely. 

The following memorandum pre- 
pared by me on Jan. 4, 1917, of a 
conversation between the President 
and myself, shortly after the sinking 
of the Persia by a submarine, imper- 
fectly sets forth his idea with refer- 
ence to war with Germany: 

“About 10 minutes to 10 o’clock 
this morning I haf a very interesting 
conversation with the President at 
the White House, my purpose being 
to bring to him the atmosphere of 
Washington and the country as far 
as I could ascertain with reference 
to the sinking of the Persia by a 
submarine. The other purpose of 
my visit was to warn him that Sen- 
ator Stone might induce him to make 
some admission with reference to his 
attitude which might embarrass the 
President in the future. 

Would Not Rush Toward War. 

“The President looked very well 
after his trip and seemed to be in 
a fine mood, although it was plainly 
evident that the Persia affair reste 
heavily upon him. My attitude to- 
ward this matter was for action, and 
action all along the line. This did 
not seem to meet with a very ~hearty 
response from the President. He 
informed me that it would not be 
the thing for us to take action 
against any Government without our 
Government being in possession of 
all the facts. I replied that that was 
my attitude, but I thought there 
should be action and vigorous action 
as soon as all the facts were ascer- 
tained. He agreed with me in this. 
When I began to tell him about the 
attitude of the country and the feel- 
ing in the country that there was a 
lack of leadership, he stiffened up 
in his chair.and said, ‘Tumulty, you 
may as well understand my position 
right now. If my re-election as 
President depends upon my getting 
into war, I don’t want to be Presi- 
dent. I have been away and I have 
had lots of time to think about this 
war and the effect of our country 
getting into it, and I have made up 
my mind that I am more interested 
in the opinion that the country will 
have of me 10 years from now than 
the opinion it may be willing to ex- 
press today. Of course, I understand 
that the country wants action, and I 
intend to stand by the record I have 
made in all these cases, and take 
whatever action may be necessary, 
but I will not be rushed into war, no 
matter if every damned Congress- 
man and Senator stands up on his 
hind legs and proclaims me a cow- 
ard.’ He continued, speaking of the 
severance of diplomatic relations: 
‘You must know that when I con- 
sider this matter, I can only consider 
it as the forerunner of war. I be- 
Yieve that the sober-minded people 
of this country will applaud any ef- 
forts I may make without the loss of 
our honor to keep this country out 
of war.’ He said that if we took any 
precipitate. action right now, it 
might prevent Austria from coming 
across in generous fashion.” 

The President had been elected on 
the slogan, ‘He kept us out of war.” 
If it was possible to continue at 
peace on terms that would protect 
and conserve our national honor, he 
was determined to do so.

Thoughts of Mediation. 


Early in May, 1916, the President 
and I had conferred regarding the 
European situation and had dis- 
cussed the possibility of our suggest- 
ing oe both sides that they consider 
the United States asa mediating in- 
fluence to bring about a settlement. 
Early in May, 1916, I had addressed 
the following letter to the President 
with reference to the matter: 

The White House, Washington, 
May 16, 1916. 
My Dear Governor: 

As I have discussed with you on 
frequent occasions, it seems to me 
that the time is now at hand for 
you to act in the matter of peace. 
The mere process of peace negotia- 
tions may extend over a period of 
months. Why should we wait un- 
til the moment of exhaustion be- 
fore ever beginning a discussion? 
Everybody adnits that the re- 
sources of ths nations involved 
cannot last through another year 
without suffering of an untold 
character. It is now May. Let us 
assume that everybody accepts 
your offer. It would be physically 
impossible to get commissioners 
from various parts of the world, 
including Japan, in less than two 
months. Then the discussion would 
perhaps last until the fall, no mat- 
ter what conclusion might be 
reached. Therefore, allowing for 
the time that might be consumed in 
persuading all the parties that the 
time is now ripe, the whole busi- 
ness will require almost a year in 
itself, during which time the hos- 
tilities would be continuing, and 
certainly the chance of getting a 
truce would be. better after the 
discussion had been in progress 
for some time. Similarly, as the 
time for the winter campaign ap- 
proached, the inducement to agree 
on a truce on any terms would 
become more powerful each day. 

Let us look at it from the point 
of view of postponement. If we 
waited until the fall and the nego- 
tiations stretched out through the 
winter, the temptation for making 
new drives in the spring,.with the 
preparations made throughout the 
winter. would incline the militaris- 
tic element in the various countries 
involved to block peace negotia- 
tions. It seems, therefore, that the 
time to act is now when these 
drives are spending their force. 

As to the procedure: 

It eems that no belligerent 
should\ be put in the position by 
your note of weakening or of suing 
for peace, for we must keep in mind 
the pride and sensibilities of all. 
The initiative must be ours—to 
all nations, on equal terms. One’ 
way to do this would be to send a 
note, saying that from the German 
note and from statesmen represent- 
ing’ the Entente Powers the Gov- 
ernment of the United States as- 
sumes that the belligerent Powers 
are willing at least to discuss sug- 
gestions for peace, each oniy re- 
serving to itself liberty of action. 
The United States can, therefore, 
announce that it is willing to meet 
at The Hague a commission sent 
by the respective Governments to 
discuss means for making peace, 
and for establishing & world court 
er international tribunal to safe- 
guard the peace of the world after 
the close of the war.

He 
knew that the German peace offers 
were merely an attempt on the part 
of the civil Government of Germany 
to avert a resumption of ruthlessness 
at sea; that they were mere gestures 
on the part of the German Govern- 
ment made to bolster up the morale 
; of the German people, and that these 
German offers did not indicate the 
real desire for peace on equitable 
terms, as the events of the future 
showed, but they were the terms of 
peace of a nation which thought it- 
self the victor, and, therefore, in a 
position ruthlessly to dictate a final 
settlement. 
A Demand Upon Germany. 

Many of the advisers of the Presi- 
dent suggested that he should ignore 
these offers. But the President was 
wiser than those around him in ac- 
cepting the German bid at its face 
value, and he finally called upon Ger- 
many to state the practical terms 
upon which she was willing to con- 
sider a settlement for peace. There 
was another reason for the Presi- 
dent’s patience and for what seemed 
to be his humility in accepting Ger- 
man offers at their face value. Fore- 
seeing an inevitable crisis with Ger- 
many over the frequent sinking of 
our ships, he was fully conscious 
that he could not draw the whole 
country with him in aggressive ac- 
tion if before he took the step lead- 
ing to war he had not tried out every 
means of peace. While his enemies 
denounced his meekness and appar- 
ent subservience to German diplo- 
macy, and while some went so far as 
to characterize his conduct as cow- 
ardly, he serenely moved on and 
forced Germany to a showdown. He 
not only asked Germany to state her 
terms, but he frankly asked the al- 
lies to give to the world their state- 
ment of what they considered the 
basis of peace. 

One of the phrases in his note to 


tion was that “neither side had stat- 
ed the object for which the war had 
been fought.” While he was criti- 
cised for this at the time, it did just 
what he intended it to do. It forced 
Germany openly to avow what she 
believed to be the basis of peace, and 
gave the allies their chance, as if 
they were being forced to do it by 
the American President, to say what 
they thought would be a just settle- 
ment. 

In the latter part of January Ger- 
many announced to the United’ 
States that she was going to begin, 
on Feb. 1, unrestricted submarine 
warfare in the zone around the Brit- 
ish Isles, and undertook to specify 
the route which a restricted number 
of American ships might take 
through this zone. 


“This Means War.” 

I vividly recall the day the Asso- 
clated Press bulletin reached the 
White House. I took it immediately 
to the President, who was at his desk 
in his private office. As I entered 
he looked up from his writing, casual 
inquiry in his eyes. Without com- 
ment I laid the fateful slip of paper 
on his desk and silently watched him 
as he read and then reread it. I 
seemed to read his mind in the ex- 
pressions that raced across his strong 
features, first blank amazement, 
then incredulity that even Germany 
could be guilty of such perfidy, then 
gravity and sternness, a sudden 
grayness of color, a compression of 
the lips and the familiar locking of 
the jaw which always characterized 
him in moments of supreme resolu- 
tion. Handing the paper back to me, 
he said in quiet tones: “This means 
war. The break that we have tried 
so hard to prevent now seems inevi- 
table.” 

On Feb. 4 he addresséd Congress, 
announcing the severance of diplo- 
matic relations with Germany and 
stating his hope that Germany would’ 
pause before it was too late. On 
Feb. 26 the steamship Anconia, with 
Americans on board, was sunk and

BOSTON, Nov. - 17.—Boston is 
taking very seriously the indictment 
by a Suffolk County grand jury of 
a Justice of the State Supreme 
Court and the Attorney-General of 
Massachusetts. A lawyer, W. Ed- 
win Ulmer, also was indicted, as a 
party to an alleged conspiracy to de- 
feat justice, with which Justice Hd- 
ward P. Pierce is charged. Attor- 
ney-General J. Weston Allen is 
charged with the larceny, in 1917, 
of $155.49 from Nellie T. Beck. 

Justice Pierce is ill at his home. 
Ulmer, his co-defendant, was ar- 
raigned end allowed to go on his 
own recognizance, with the under- 
standing that he would furnish 
$1000 bail. Attorney-General Allen 
was arraigned yesterday, and he, 
too, was allowed to go on his own 
recognizance after pleading not guil- 
ty to the indictment. 

The first public reactfon to the 
news of the indictments was that the 
charges were absurd, but with pub- 
lication of the alleged circumstances, 
public opinion is generally being 
withheld. The thought most seri- 
ously given voice is that, whatever 
the foundation, if any, for the 
charges, the situation is Ukely to 
result in some degree of public loss 
of confidence in the judiciary and 
the prosecuting offices of the State. 

The «rand jury return was only 
the first return blow in a contest 
which has been going on ever since 
Allen took office as Attorney-Gen- 
eral. 

The fight, which, at this moment, ' 
is not political, had its origin in poll- 
tics, and polities is mixed up in it, 
and it is openly threatened that po- 
litical action will follow the present 
smash by District Attorney Peliet- 
tier. 

Goes Back Many Years. 

The story really goes back a good 
many years, and starts with the rec- 
ognition by lawyers of the Massa- 
chusetts Bar Association, members 
of Boston’s exclusive Union Club, 
and officers of the Watch and Ward 
Society, that Daniel J. Coakley was 
the most powerful attorney in Bos- 
ton in certain types of criminal 
cases. 

The Watch and Ward Society for 
some time made a specialty of try- 
ing to clear Boston streets of certain 
women. The agents reported that as 
often as they caused the arrest of 
these women the cases were nolle 
prossed by the District Attorney. The 
lawyer for the defense was most of- 
ten Coakley, and the belief in some 
quarters was that a request fe wan 
Coakley would influence the D ct 
Attorney’s office to drop a case. 
The society began to work on 
Coakley and on the District Attor- 
ney. Coakley was in politics and had 
a great strength in Suffolk County. 
He had been a political backer of 
Pellettier in the elections.

JUST A MINUTE AT WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—To call the assembly 
at Washington a disarmament conference is to 
belie in a measure perhaps its most interesting 
phase. It is rather a political clinic for the 
purpose of identifying and isolating the germ 
of war. 

There is something we do not know about 
war—something men have never known about 
it. Easily the most mysterious and baffling 
malady to which flesh ig heir, it has defied 
through thousands of years every attempt to 
stamp it out. 

Ours is not the first age to make such an 
attempt, and it probably will not be the last, 
The most incredible thing about human nature 
is that while men have abhorred war and in- 
veighed against it from time remote, they have 
still gone on fighting without hindrance by 
anything they have thought. 

This is not like the genus homo, who bears 
‘in biology the flattering classification sapiens; 
since sapiens means wise. War is therefore the 
most puzzling thing about us, which accounts 
for the amazing spectacles of experts from 
every part of the world assembled at Washing- 
ton in one more attempt to make it out, 

It would not do to have a Symposium upon 
the subject. That would too likely result in 
fist fights. No such conference among experts 
has ever been held in all history; but the dif- 
ferences in opinion among them are too great 
to be bridged by discussion. Disarmament, then, 
becomes an experiment, It is by No means 
agreed upon as the solution of the age-long 
riddle of war. It does for something that can 
g© On inside the conference hall -while the va- 
rious outliners of history, economists, diplomats, 
psychoanalysts, statesmen, politicians, corre- 
spondents and hangers-on about peace tables 
bend to their microscopes all over Washington.

This is a much more scientific convocation 
than was that at Versailles. There the pas- 
sions and the hurts of war imposed themselves 
upon the assembly, while here are serenity and 
calm far removed from war itself. It is a 
great privilege to be here if one is interested 
in the phenomenon of war. It is interesting to 
observe that while almost all the experts be- 
lieve war to be preventable, they are still far 
from agreeing how to prevent it. That in 9000 
years we have not discovered how to prevent it 
seems to dismay no one. The economists are 
probably the most cheerful people at the con- 
ference. They feel that war has finally got out 
of the field of morality, where nothing could be 
done about it, and has entered the realm of 
economics. That will end it, they think, since 
“Thou shalt not go broke” is a much greater 
commandment than any of those which Moses 
brought down from the mount. 

So we go from one place to another, looking 


at the different bugs which people think are. 


the cause of war. Mr. Wells exhibits nationdal- 


ism, which is\a horrible creature if you look: 


at it under the microscope of his erudition. It 
has great pincers like a beetle, and is as blood- 
thirsty a looking brute as you ever saw. The 
internationalist, indeed, is the outstanding: dis- 
putant in this debate. He towers above every- 
body else, as he towers above boundaries and 
flags. He is not popular, as Mr. Wilson's fate 
attests, but his theory gains ground—and there 
is his bug.

Best Six Western Teams Could 


Win Five Games From East's 
Big Six, Football Dope Shows 


Cornell, on Which the Comparative Score Form Is Not Clear; Is 
the Only Eastern Eleven That Does Not Figure to Be Beaten 
—Comparative Scores Not Always Dependable. 


By John E. Wray. 

The East, once the citadel of college football, is slipping. Perhaps it 
would be more accurate to say that the West is gaining faster than the 
East, and so makes it appear that the one-time supremacy of Trans-Alie- 
gheny football has fallen behind in the race. 


Never has the West appeared to such favorable advantage as compared 
with the East as this year, when several intersectional games made the: 


comparison possible—and valuable. 
As a result of these games it may 


be stated without exaggeration that 
this year there are six teams in the 
Middle West that would have a 


great chance to win a majority of 
games from the best six teams in 
the East. Furthermore, with one 
exception, the Western teams can be 
“doped” to win. 

Wtihout discussion it may be as- 
sumed that the following games 
would fairly represent the pick of 
the Middle West against the East: 

. Yale vs. Notre Dame. 

. Cornell vs.-Wisconsin. 

. Penn State vs. Iowa Univer- 
sity. 

. Princeton vs. Ohio State. 

. Lafayette vs. Nebraska. 

. Navy vs. Centre College. 

Of the six Western elevens, Iowa, 
Notre Dame, Nebraska, Ohio State 
and Centre would be winners, on 
comparative scores. For example: 
Nebraska beat Pittsburg 10—0, and 
Lafayette won from the same team 
6—0. Davies, the big punch of the 
Pittsburg eleven did not oppose La- 
fayette and did face Nebraska, mak- 
ing a clear Case on form. 

Centre beat Harvard decisively 
and cleanly, if not by a wide mar- 
gin, 6—0. Penn State could only 
tie Harvard, but decisively trounced 


the Na\y. Centre therefore has a 
clear case over the Mfiddies. 

lowa University was the only 
eleven in the country to defeat No- 
tre Dame, conquerors of the Army 
by a score of 28—0. Yale, which 
beat Princeton positively, after 
Princeton had earned a vittory over 
Harvard, was only one touchdown 
better than Army. On this form 
lowa ought to prove a reasonably 
sure winner over Penn State, on 
the Penn State tie with Harvard. 

Notre Dame. on its Army game, 
figures two or three touchdowns 
better than Yale. Ohio State beat 
Chicago, which previously had won 
from Princeton—another clear case. 

The other game is not easy to ap- 
proach. Cornell looks like the best 
bet in the country, on its games with 
Dartmouth, Colgate and other 
schools. But Wisconsin, too, save 
for that Michigan tie, has a fine rec- 
ord—a wonderful record, in fact. 
This battle’s outcome would be dif- 
ficult to forecast.

As he spake he was no longer 
Woodrow Wilson, the protagonist of 
peace, but Woodrow Wilson, the 
stern .warrior, now grimly deter- 


mined to pursue the great cause of; 


America to the end. 

The President continued talking to 
me. He said, “It has not been easy 
to carry these burdens in these try- 
ing times. From the beginning I saw 
the utter futility of neutrality, the 
disappointment and heartaches that 
would flow from its announcement, 
but we had to stand by our tradition- 
al policy of steering clear of Euro- 
pean embroilments. While I have 
appeared to be indifferent to the 
criticism which has been my portion 
during these critical days, a few have 
tried to understand my purpose and 
have sympathized throughout with 
what I sought to do.” 

Then, as he lowered his voice, he 
Said: “There is a fine old chap in 
Springfield, Mass., editor of a great 
paper there, who understood my 
position from the beginning and who 
has sympathized with me throughout 
this whole business.” For a moment 
he paused, and then went on: “I 
want to read you the letter I re- 
ceived from this fine old man.” As 
he read the letter the emotion he 
felt at the tender sympathy which 
conveyed 
gripped him. The letter is as follows: 

Springfield, Mass., 
March 28, 1917, 
My Dear Mr. President: 

In acknowledging your very kind 
and appreciative note of March 22, 
I must say at once that the note 
has given me the greatest possible 
pleasure. I prize this word from 
you all the more because after the 
political experiences and conflicts 
of the last few years, I am con- 
scious of a very real. yet peculiar, 
feeling of having summered and 
wintered with you, in spite of the 
immeasurable and rather awful 
distance that separates our respec- 
tive places in the life and work of 
our time. Your note, for the mo- 
ment, suddenly annihilates the dis- 
tance and brings to me what I rec- 
ognize as a very human touch.

Even 
s0, I shall hope to be of timely serv- 
ice, as opportunity favors me.

ADMITS NEED OF 
HOSPITAL HERE 


Hawes Receives Communi- 
cation From Col. Forbes 
in Which Facts as to Con- 
ditions Are Not Questioned 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—After 
months of delay, an admission has 
been secured from the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau by Representative Harry B. 
Hawes, which he says can only be 
construed as showing that an emer- 
gency exists in reference to the hos- 
pital facilities in, the Ninth District, 
which includes Missouri, Kansas and 

Iowa. 

Hawes received a special - com- 
munication from Col. C. R. Forbes, 
director of the Veterans’ Bureau, 
this morning, in answer to the state- 
ment of facts presented by the St. 
Louis Representative. In part Col. 
Forbes wrote: 

“IT am very much alive to the situ- 
ation in St. Louis because I have 
been there and I feel that there 
should be a hospital in that vicinity.” 

Regarded as Direct Admission. 

The director did not take issue 
with Hawes in any way. This, Hawes 
feels, is a direct admission by the 
bureau that the conditions as out- 
lined by him exist. 

“Two things must be done and 
done at once,” said Hawes. “The 
first and most important to my way 
of thinking is to take immediate 
steps to correct the situation. This 
can only be done by securing tem- 
porary quarters for the men in need 
of immediate hospital treatment. 
They cannot wait until a new hos- 
pital is built. This must heve at- 
tention at once and it is the duty of 
the bureau to provide quarters and 
treatment. 

“I received this morning a special 
report on an individual case which 
I demandned. The soldier claimed 
he was denied hospital treatment. I 
did not tell the bureau he was en- 
titled to treatment, but insisted that 
he be examined immediately. While 
the report in this individual case 
showed in the opinion of examining 
surgeons that the man was not in 
need of hospitalization, they did 
admit that if he was they were not 
in a position to hospitalize him be- 
cause he was a colored man and the 
colored ward was full to capacity. 

Invited to Conference. 
~ Col. Forbes’ statement that he 
feels there should be a hospital in 
the vicinity of £&t. Louis makes it 
imperative that one be authorized. 
He has invited me to a conference 
and I will request an audience for 
Saturday morning. I will first take 
up the question of the existing emer- 
gency and ask him to provide in- 
mediate relief. I will then urge 
that he authorize a hospital !n the 
Ninth District and at the time agaia 
advance my arguinent why this hos- 
pital should be located in St. Louis. 

“I will call Col. Forbes’ attention 
to the fact that there is now being 
considered by the Appropriation 
Committee of the House a deficiency 
bill which will be one of the first 
bills passed at the regular session, 
which convenes the first Monday in 
December. I will discuss the ques- 
tion of funds and if he says the 
money. is not available then I wil 


urge him to ask for an appropria- Du 


tion in connection with the defi- 
ciency bill. 

“If this is not done I will feel it 
incumbent upon me to present the 
facts to the committee and then, if 
action {fs not taken by the House, I 
will endeavor to have the question 
considered by the Appropriation 
Committee of the Senate. One thing 
is certain, the facts will be present- 
ed, and if relief is not granted it will 
be through no faujt of mine.: * 

To Urge Barracks Site. 

“During the first 10 days of my 
service in the House, I called atten- 
tion to the Hospital Committee of the 
Jefferson Barracks site. This was 
done after I had consulted the com- 
manding officer at the Barracks, who 
assured me there was ample room at 
the reservation and that it would not 
interfere in any way with the mili- 
tary operations, and my predecessor, 
William L. Igoe, who was well in- 
formed of conditions. 

‘When the first conference was 
held I was the first to speak, and 
outlined the advantages of such a 
location. I was followed by Senator 
Spencer and Representatives Dyer 
and Newton, as well as specialists 
from St. Louis, all agreeing that this 
was the proper site. i 

“In my opinion, after viewing 
what the Government did in the 
erection of cantonments! ete., dur- 
ing the war, hospitals can be built 
in a few months if the same push is 
put behind them as was used when 
the cantonments were being erect- 


ed.”’
